Decoration day, sometimes called M em orial day, is a legal laoliday 


in Porto Rica. H aw aii, Alaska, The District of Columbia and all of the' 


states except Arkansas, Florida, M ississippi, North and {South Carolina 


and Texas. 
In V irg in ia they have a Confederate M em orial day. 


M em orial or Decoration day originated with tile southern states, 


and the practice of keeping a clay of this sort gre w- in favor and grad­ 


u ally spread to the northern states, but on different days and alw ays 


Jor obvious reasons in the spring time. 
On M ay 5, 1868, Gen. Jo h n A. 


Logan, then commander-in-chief of the Grand A rm y of the Republic, 


issued an order appointing M ay 30 of that year for the Grand A rm y’s 


services, choosing that day possibly as com m em oration of the date upon 


w hich the last volunteer Union soldier was discharged from the service 


in the great civ il strife of 1861-65. 


As tim e rolled on t lie states adopted this date, and iii m any in­ 


stances made it a legal holiday . There is no national law* on the subject. 


It was just a bunch of w hite roses, but the ribbons that tied it 


together told the story. 
One ribbon was blue and the' other gray.

"M a n y years ago an Italian captain gave his life to save his crew, 


and every year since the villagers have placed upon his grave a wreath 


of evergreen. 
W e honor our dead soldiers and place flow ers on their 


graves. 
T h is w as the custom and Hie origin of Decoration day. 
But 


the lesson of the day could be made more real and be brought more 


forcibly to our own hearts and to the minds of the young people if we 


would em ulate the action of this southern m otlier, as w ell as to re­ 


m em ber the tribute paid this Italian captain, though he was not a 


soldier; placing evergreens and roses upon the graves of all the w orthy 


dead, and if there is doubt in your mind as to tho w orthy dead just 


drop a flow er there and pass on, rem em bering that we all were made 


alike in the image of God. 
In this w ay M em orial day m ay be broadened 


and become a very strong moral force in the training of our youth.
